NEW YORK—Five national re- 
Bearch organizations are to co-oper- 
ate with the National Bureau of Eco- 
momic Research in its survey of 
' economic conditions, changes and 
trends in the United States, accord- 
ing to an announcement made here. 
The results of the survey, which is 
expected to yield facts, figures and 
observations about newly developed 
fndustrial and _ social conditions 
hitherto unavailable, will not be 
made public until the second quar- 
ter of 1929, in order to avoid giving 
any political aspects to the investi- 
gation. 

The findings of the investigation, it 
was said, will. be presented not only 
for the guidance of business, but to 
aid the Government in the inaugura- 
tion of its internal policies. 

The organizations to co-operate 
are the American Engineering Coun- 
cil, Social] Science Research Coun- 
cil, Bureau of Railway Economics, 
Institute of Economics and Person- 
nel Research Federation, also vari- 
ous departments of the Government, 
and a number of other fact-finding 
organizations.

The survey has been divided into 
12 major classifications, touching 
practically every phase of economics 
between 1919 and 1927. ©

Egypt Postpones 


Consideration of 


Assemblies Bill 


Government Yields When 
Faced With British Ultima- 


tum—Tension Lessened 


CAIRO (#)—The decision of the 
Egyptian Government, faced with a 
‘British ultimatum, to postpone con- 
| sideration of the Public Assemblies 
Bill until November was received 
with comparative calmness when de- 
| bated in secret session by both 
‘houses of Parliament last night. The 
‘debate in the Senate was reported to 
‘have been more heated than that of 
‘the Chamber, but after an hour and 
a half of discussion the decision of 
ithe Cabinet was indorsed. 

' The newspaper Ahram character- 
‘izes the decision as wise. It adds: 
“The word is now with Great Britain. 
|We shall definitely know now 
'whether she intends to maintain 
friendly relations with Egypt.” 
| The paper says the Egyptian reply 
‘maintains the previous viewpoint, but 
in order to avoid troubling the politi- 
cal atmosphere and hoping with time 
to prove the sincerity and justice of 
‘its cause the government postponed 
' consideration of the bill. 

LONDON (4) — The tension be- 
tween Great Britain and Egypt les- 
sened with the decision of the Egyp- 
tian Parliament to postpone further 
discussion of the Public Assemblies 
Bill.

Lindbergh Reluctant to Leave 
Companion on Famous 


Flights 


WASHINGTON (4)—Barely a year 
old but rested little betweén flights 
equal in distance to almost twice 
around the earth, Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh's famous Spirit of St. 
Louis is under guard at Bolling Field, 
waiting to be placed alongside other 
pioneer scientific works in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

The great silver plane that blazed 
the first non-stop #rial passage con- 
necting the North American and Eu- 
ropean continents May 21, 1927,-and 
since then has raised its mileage to 
more than 40,000, made its last long 
hop Monday when Colonel Lindbergh, 


its lone pilot on all its great voyages, 
flew here from St. Louis. The 725 
miles were covered in four hours and 
58 minutes. 

While awaiting completion of hous- 
ing facilities sufficient to protect it 
from souvenir hunters at the Smith- 
sonian, the plane will undergo some 
minor preparations for its final 
resting place. Preservatives will be 
applied to the silvery body and the 
ship otherwise will be dressed up for 
the gaze of future generations.

The first two 
volumes, Mr. Moore added, will deal 
with the St. Croix River arbitration 
under the Jay Treaty of 1794, be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain, by which the eastern boun- 
dary of Maine was definitely fixed.

Industry Finds That Mutual 
Assistance Makes Up for 
Competition 


SreciaL To THe CuristTiaN SCIENCE MoniToR 


MILWAUKEE, Wis.—How com- 
peting industries in the same state 
and city may be brought together in 
' an atmosphere of mutual helpfulness 
to increase their own prosperity and 
that of their community, has been 
exemplified in Milwaukee. 

All that is needed, it seems, is a 
central agency. This need was filled 
here by the industries division of the 
Association of Commerce. Chester J. 
Roberts, manager, and the committee 
in charge of this division are getting 
results. 

There are many cases on record 
at the Association of Commerce 

‘where concerns had problems of 
production, engineering and plant 
layout, sales, financial, credit and the 
like, and competing organizations 
have sent their best men to give aid. 

Production egineers nd plant 
layout men will be sent over to a 
plant in necd of help and snend 
several days if n ed be iu olving its 
pro*iems. Sales difficulties are han- 
died in the same manner. 

If more money is needed, and the 
concern is a worthy one, the Associ- 
ation of Commerce v.": take the mat- 
ter up with the banks and usually a 
new plan of financing ‘3 worked out, 

One example is a reputable con- 
cern in Milwaukee which had been 
in business for a long time and was 
doing a good volume, but profits 
were scarce. Mr. Roberts a-alyzed 
that business and found that it had 
always been wunderfinanced, that 
there Was never money enough on 
hand to take discounts and advan- 
tage of other things, such as pur- 
chases for the future in large lots. 
He made up a report, handed it over 
to the banks which checked up on it 
and today that concern is 
more money that it ever did before. 

“Milwaukee manufacturers feel 
that what is good for one firm in 


the same industry is good for the. 


whole,” said Mr. Roberts, “and all 
the industries are seeking to keep 
Milwaukee-made products up to the 
highest standard possible. They 
know that if one product in a cer- 
tain line should fall short of the 
highest standards, it would reflect on 
all Milwaukee-made products. 

“There is not so much competition 
between the industries in Milwaukee 
itself, and as far as other parts of. 
the country are concerned, each firm 
has its own method and organization 
for the distribution of its goods and 
the aid they give one another helps | 
rather than hinders those giving such 
aid.”

A bill to establish a gasoline tax 
of 2 cents a gallon in Massachusetts, 
one of three states in the Union 
which do not have such a tax, is 
now before Gov.

The act, if 
signed, will take effect Jan. 1, 1929, 
and includes a reduction of the reg- 
istration fees. .

George K. Pond, 
Senator from Greenfield, declared he 
had received a number of telegrams 
over the names of constituents, 
“whose judgment he respected, urging 
him to vote against the bill. Upon 
investigation he found these persons 
favored the gasoline tax and had not 
“gent the telegrams, but their names 
apparently had been forged, he said, 
adding that two other senators had 
similar experiences. 

This was the second instance of

‘picture has undergone modern resto- 
‘ration. The rays passing through the 
modern pigments produce a quite 
different effect. 

Asked whether there was any like- 
lihood of the pictures i» public gal- 
leries in Great Britain being sub- 
mitted to investigation, Mr. North re- 
plied that he had seen no sign of it 
at present. In France a_ certain 
amount of work on pictures in the 
Louvre had been done. But it would 
seem that in future a prospective 
purchaser of an old master will have 
a court of appeal which can decide 
its genuineness or otherwise.

fer to place ‘them in some private 
school. 

If an energetic and ambitious 
young man, living in some small vil- 
lage, desires a more thorough prepa- 
ration for college than the home 
schools can furnish, he is likely to 
turn, and naturally, to some endowed 
academy. 

It is also a fact that the teachers 
in our endowed academies are more 


apt to be specialists in their depart-~ 


ments and are therefore capable of 
doing more thorough and satisfactory 
work. 

And in the third place there is un- 
doubtedly a discipline and develop- 
ment of character to be obtained 
from the pfivate academy, where the 
pupil is thrown upon his own re- 
sources, and where he can no longer 
lean upon the strength of his parents, 
but must acquire for himself self- 
reliance, self-direction and self-con- 


trol. 
Men of the Best 


Not long ago it was my good for- 
tune to attend the fifteenth annual 
dinner of one of these endowed acad- 
emies, held in the city of Boston. 
Nearly a hundred men, all active in 
business or professional life, met to- 
gether for an evening to renew o!d 
friendships, to talk of hopes and 
plans for the future of the school, 
and to do honor to an old teacher 
who had rendered to the school a 
full half-century of service. The 


men who sat at the tables typified 


the best elements of American life; 
they were men of ideas and ideals, 
and the sentiments they expressed of 


interest in and devotion to their work, |. 


of loyalty to the old school and of 
gratitude for benefits received, made 
it abundantly evident that one pri- 
vate school was doing its full share 
toward making the world safe for 
democracy, 
It appeared also, as the speakers 
responded one after another to the 
toastmaster’s call, that, in the judg- 
ment of the teachers and older 
alumni there was nothing to be 
feared from the younger generation, 
but rather that the pupils of today 
are, with rare exceptions, less in- 
clined to give vent to their animal 
spirits in irregular conduct and 
horseplay pranks which were not un- 
common a generation ago, and are 
as eager, earnest, attentive, docile, 
gentlemanly and worthily ambitious 
as the best of boys in the past. One 
explanation of this appeared in the 
fact that-in this school at least the 
teachers of today meet with the boys 
familiarly as friends and comrades, 
sharing with them the sports of the 
campus as well as the studies: of the 
hall, making possible in this way the 
solidarity of the socialized life of the 
student body. In the school of which 
I speak the teachers are expected to 
and do maintain this attitude of good 
fellowship, and if in their dealings 
with the boys they should resort to 
the old-time methods of the detective 
and of the martinet, they thereby 
would show themselves unfit for 
their task. Self-expression, not re- 
pression, is the law of life here. 
Combined with the spirit of freedom 
of action, a wholesome sympathetic 
supervision prevails which makes 
for the best all-round development. 
Every hour of the day the school 
functions in its normal routine life 
of extra-curriculum activity, recrea- 
tion or rest with the consideration 
ever in thought that the good of each 
individual student is found in the 
good of the entire student body. 
Especially is this community of in- 
terest and spirit of helpfulness 
shown in the field of athletics, for in 
this school attention to athletics 1s 
not restricted to the development of 
a football eleven, a baseball nine, a 
basketba!! five; a tennis team, a track 
team or a hockey team, but in cer- 
tain regular hours of each day every 
pupil in the school must participate 
in athletic exercises of some kind, 
and must practice in company with 
or under the supervision of some one 
' of the teachers. 
A Pervading Fellowship 
The same good-fellowship between 
teacher and pupil is seen in the liter- 
ary work of the school, in the man- 
agement of the school paper, the 
editing of the school yearbook, the 
interscholastic debates and in the ex- 
cellent work of the dramatic and 
glee clubs. 
Another point emphasized was 
that the student of today recognizes 
a higher sense of financial respon- 


sibility. Not only are the larger bills | 


to the school more promptly met, 


but small bills to local tradesmen or)@ 


to the school bookstore’ receive 
equally prompt attention. For this 
commendable phase of school life 
credit must be given not only to a 
higher code of ethics on the part of 
the boy but to a wiser, kinder and 
yet firmer system of discipline on 
the part of the faculty, under which 
old suspicions and hostilities have 
disappeared and teachers and pupils 
now work together in eordial com- 
panionship. At the Boston dinner, 
announcement was made of the pur- 
pose of the trustees to open a cam- 
paign next month to provide the

schoo! with a new dining hall and a 
new gymnasium, the dining hall to 
help bring the boys together in 
spirit by social contact and to make 
the school more united and dem- 
ocratic, the gymnasium to contribute 
not only to athletics but to all 
phases of the common life of the 
school, as well as to the work of the 
dramatic and glee clubs. 

To hear the trustees, teachers and 
pupils speak so emphatically and 
appreciatively of the remarkable 
progress of this school is to realize 
that slowly and quietly a veritable 
revolution has been wrought within 
its borders. 

Another to whom high honor was 
paid at the Boston gathering was a 
teacher who has given a genera- 


tion’s service to the school: for 


many years as a teacher of Greek 
and English, as registrar, and as 
secretary of the faculty, but who for 
the past three years has devoted 
his entire time to the work’of alumni 
secretary. If the progressive and 
far-reaching plans for the enlarge- 
ment and enrichment of the school’s 
influence are ever realized, they will 
be in no small degree due to Prof. 
Sidney Nelson Morse, to his un- 
tiring devotion to the best interests 
of the school and to his earnest work 
in reaching and rousing the alumni 
through the p&ages of the school bul- 
letin. Even today it would appear 
from the spirit of this Boston meet- 
ing that this teacher, respected and 
beloved, is reaping his reward in the 
rich memories and mutually pleas- 
ant reflections of days that are gone. 

It was said at the recent dinner 
that the centennial anniversary of 
this school will be celebrated in 
1941, only 13 years in the future, and 
it was the hope and belief of every 
alumnus present that by that time 
the development and achievement of 
the school would be such that it 
would be universally recognized as 
one of our state and national as- 
sets in the training of young men 
for worthy and honorable service. 

Here is not simply another school: 
it is an institution with a special 
mission which its teachers seem to 
understand—the making of scholars 
and the building of character.

cation movement, we say, is 

tested by the reach and the 
quality of the local, spontaneous, 
nonresident classes. This is not to 
say that these are by any means 
all, or necessarily the best, or pos- 
sibly, from some points of view 
and at given times, the most neces- 
sary type of institution for the 
pressing needs of the labor move- 
ment. There was, and is, an impor- 
tant place for the kind of school first 
brought into being in this country by 
the National Women’s Trade Union 
League in 1914—a school for active 
workers in the labor movement, a 
school for continuous, consecutive 
systematic training for service to 
labor. That kind of an institution, 
for men and women both, exists in 
Brookwood Labor College, near Ka- 
tonah, in Westchester County, N. Y. 
A similar school for women work- 
ers only, to be located at West- 
Park-on-the-Hudson, is projected for 
the immediate future. 


Brookwood Labor College, founded 
in 1921, might be termed a school 
of labor technology. To call it such 
illustrates, perhaps, the development 
of the workers’ educational move- 
ment from the defensive thing it was 
at first to the positive, constructive, 
aggressive force it has now become. 


Business School and Labor College 

There have appeared, both within 
and without the walls of the univer- 
sities, schools of business adminis- 
tration. Business engineering is a 
recognized profession, and no longer 
a haphazard, guesswork perform- 
ance, depending upon the accident of 


genius or natural-born ability. The 
business school is just a more de- 
veloped correlative of that still 
newer thing, the labor college, which 
is teaching the workers to adminis- 
ter their industrial responsibilities, 
interpreting labor’s problems, and 
giving to the students a technique 
for dealing with those problems on 
the job, in shop, and factory, and! 
office. | 

To the general public, unfortu- 
nately, it is a relatively new idea.

that labor should be equipped for 
anything but the work of its hands. 
The general concept has been that 
industry consisted of the owner of 
the enterprise, the plant, the ma- 
terials—and ‘‘the men,” who are one 
item in the list, to be managed, or 
engineered, along with the other pas- 
sive or inanimate elements. The mod- 
ern concept of the workers. them- 
selves is actual participation in the 
management — active, self-directed 
co-operation for the maintenance of 
markets, standards and quantity of 
production, and thereby of regular 
operation, regular employment, regu- 
larly increasing consumption—with 
returns to the workers in the form 
of leisure and earnings sufficient to 
maintain them at a high level of con- 
suming and buying power. This is 
collective bargaining carried to its 
higher possibilities. 


In other words, management and 
the workers must mutually under- 
stand each other’s problems in order 
to collaborate, and each should be 
equipped with the knowledge, the 
machinery, and the intelligence for 
dealing with those problems in joint 
and mutual fashion. The labor col- 
lege teaches, first, those things that 
will give the worker a knowledge of 
his own relation to his job and his 
industry, his own resources, rights, 
and opportunities as a worker and a 
citizen, and then the kind of tech-

The effect of this concentrated 
reading on the mid-year grades was 
a general improvement, and a care- 


ful analysis showed that the reading

Five 
complain of being deprived of what 
they get from lectures and from 
association with their classmates; 
seven of being robbed of the guid- 
ance and inspiration derived from 
contact with their instructors. Five 
Say that they were unable to plan 
their time wisely; six deplored the 
monotony of reading unbroken by 
lectures. Fifteen report that they 
were physically tired when examina- 
tions came around, while twenty say 
that the reading period interfered 
with review and studying for exam- 
inations. Six express regret that the 
reading assignments were so exact- 
ing — they had no time for original 
work. 


Among those who gave grounds for 
their approval of the plan, both in 
plan and in practice, four base their 
approval on the time it gives for 
independent study, three on the 
ground that it permits unbroken con- 
centration, one on its promotion of 
self-reliance. while seven declare 
that it teaches the student how to 
study. 


While the majority of students 
favored the general idea of the read- 
ing period, nearly all felt there was 
room for improvement in the method 
by which it is carried out. When the 
instructors have learned what con- 
stitutes a fair amount of reading to 
expect in each course so that the 
combined amount is stimulating in- 
stead of staggering, and, as one stu- 
dent wrote, “When the students have 
learned to plan their time better, I 
think it will be an excellent system 
for developing initiative and inde- 
pendence.”

as often simple as they are concrete.” 
Many of her adjustments are, of 
course, too private to be mentioned, 
for foreign-born women have a hor- 
ror of publicity and must know that 
the problems which they bring her 
will never get beyond her ears. Per- 
haps, however, her first important 
step is in stressing the importance 
of the beauty and the friendliness 
of the home. Young girls educated 
in American schools, no matter 
what their background, won't have 
the right respect for their homes un- 
less these homes are neat and to a 
certain extent lovely. “I don’t care 
how poor the women are,” Mrs. Breg- 
lio declares, “I want them to do what 
they can with the little they’ve got. 
We teach them how to dye scraps of 
material for rugs and curtains, how 
to cook good sensible American 
dishes and to be fastidious about in- 
dividual towels and toothbrushes.” 

Then there is the problem of the 
‘maladjusted child in the school. For- 
eign mothers never understand the 
American marking system. They 
cannot talk with their children’s 
teachers. One of Mrs. Breglio’s big- 
gest jobs is in bringing school 
teacher and mother together and in- 
terpreting for each. 

A Community House 


Perhaps the furthest step in Amer- 
icanization, however, lies in getting 
the foreign woman out of her home, 
and in changing her point of view 
by contact with other women. In 
speaking of this, Mrs. Breglio will 
grow expansive with delight, for in 
this respect her efforts, thanks to 
the Springfield Park Department, 
have reached almost culminating 
success. Last February, the depart- 
ment opened the Italian Community 
House, of which Mrs. Breglio is 
woman director. “It is like a dream 
come true,” she says. Here in the 
center of the Italian district is a 
clubhouse, warm, commodious, en- 
tirely free, where Italian young peo- 
ple may meet for the recreation 
which is still denied them in their 
homes. Here their mothers may come 
together to learn not only the lan- 
guage of their new country, but its 
customs and conventions. . Already 
Italian Women's Club enrolls 
They are 
giving plays to which their children 
come and which a young Italian 
graduate of Emerson College is 
coaching. They have even a public- 
speaking class where women who 
have never before ventured so much 
as to open their mouths in public 
are now making speeches in English. 
“One woman,’ says Mrs. Breglio, 
“talked on cake making: another, 
‘on the flowers that she raised in her 
window boxes. I am a member of the 
class, too,”’ she added, “so of course 
I spoke as well. What did I talk on? 
Oh, on my old subject, ‘What is 
woman’s biggest profession? Being 
a good housewife and an understand- 
ing mother.’ ”

among Australian women has 
fallen to Miss Eleanor Weymss, who 
already has had a brilliant academic 
career. She completed her course 
for B. A. in 1921 and that for M. A. 
in 1924, and, concurrently with her 
studies for the B. D. degree, has 
been qualifving as B. Sc. The Mel- 
bourne College of Divinity is the 
only institution in Australia em- 
powered to grant degrees in divinity, 
but it has examiners and students 
in all the states of the Common- 
wealth. It is purely an examining 
body, and lectures in the course of 
the B. D. degree'‘are given only at 
Parkin College in South Australia, 
of which the Rev. Principal Kiek is 
head. South Australia has the only 
other woman B. D. in the Common- 
wealth, but she is a native of Eng- 
land, Mrs. Kiek, the wife of Princi- 
pal Kiek. 

The Anglican church, of which 
Miss Wemyss is a member, does not 
admit women to the ministry.

first newspaper in Liberal, 
Kan: Since then she has done every- 
thing there is to be done around a 
newspaper office, on a modest scale, 
stopping long enough to take a course 
and graduate in journalism. Now she 
is an assistant editor of Farm and 
Fireside Magazine in.New York. 

It has been 13 years since that first 
newspaper was issued. It was writ- 
ten on a typewriter and copies were 
made with carbon paper. From the 
typed paper there grew a mimeo- 
graphed one in which she was able 
to “carry” more news and enlarge 
the circulation. 

It was a proud day when she be- 
Zan using a small printing press. 
At this time she was going to high 
school and the war was on in Eu- 
rope.

“My paper was selling for 25 cents 
a year,” she said, “and by this time 
it was going all over the United 
States.

Bagdad is an Arab town under Mos- 
lem sway, and under Irak govern- 
ment. There the women live in 
practically the same manner as in 
the earlier centuries. Even Jewish 
women go about closely veiled, ac- 
cording to the customs of the country, 
Mme. Rieder said, while the native 
women are closely secluded. Plural 
marriage is the custom among the 
Moslems, a man being permitted four 
wives. 

The government is improving its 
facilities for educating both boys and, 
girls, and while girls are in the mi- 
nority in the schools, there is in- 
creased effort toward the education 
of girls and young women. 

“It was inevitable,” continued Mme, 
Rieder, “that the women of Bagdad 
should look longingly at the women 
in Turkey, who, by order of Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, have been freed from 
the custom of wearing the veil, and 
have been given the liberty to appear 
in the streets in western hats, and to 
meet men somewhat in the western 
manner, 

“In Beirut, at the other side of the 
desert, the women are freer and are 
achieving marked progress. They are 
reaching out for education and are 
eager to hear about the outside world, 
sO much so that 20 women’s societies 
joined in listening to an address I 
made there.

Acting and Feeling 


By GEORGE ARLISS 


COQUELIN having said that 
“in order to move others, one 


M must not one’s self be moved,” 


I have often been asked to give my 


views on this point. 

I always hesitate to give any opin- 
ion on the art of acting. Om the judg- 
ment of other arts I am more coura- 
F°ous. I feel sure that I could offer 
valuable suggestions to the house 
painter as I watch him at his work, 
or to the man who comes to put in 
the new stove, but I have not the 
same confidence in my ability to offer 
any really useful hints to actors. 

I think that the technique of the 
actor's art is more or less on hard 
and fast lines that can be laid down 
with some certainty, but beyond that, 
the art of acting is so dependent 
upon the temperament and the 
method of the individual, the art of 
concealing art is so subtle and vari- 
able, that it seems futile to offer 
one’s impressions. So I offer my 
opinion on “Acting and Feeling” 
merely as it applies to myself, with- 
out intimating that it will be of value 
to another member of my own pro- 
fession. 

There can be little doubt that in 
certain telling situations supplied 
by the author, an actor who is 
master of his art can move an 
audience without himself being 
moved, and I have known many in- 
stances where the play is so appeal- 
ing that even a bad actor incapable 
of great feeling has succeeded in 
creating a deep impression upon his 
audience. But if it is suggested that 
it is an actual advantage for the 
actor to abstain from feeling the 
emotions that he is intended to 
arouse then I am bound to say that 
this is entirely contrary to My own 
conviction. 

However great an impression an 
actor may create by this metnod, I 
can never be convinced that he 
would not have made a still deeper 
impression if he had felt the emotion 
himself. Surely the best and truest 
acting must come from within and 
not be merely external. I am not in 
favor of an actor who is so emo- 
tional that he gives a different per- 
formance every night; as a rule he 
is a temperamental performer but 
not a good actor. 

In my opinion the best actor is 
likely to be the man who forms an 
absolutely fixed opinion of his char- 
acter during the period of rehearsal 
and maintains his creation during 
the entire run of the play. But that 
is not to say that he may not im- 
prove it in detail, and I fail to see 
how he is to enrich his performance 
if he does not feel it. He cannot be 
guided by laughs or applause from 
the front. To gauge success by these 
audible punctuation marks is most 
dangerous and is liable to lead to 
destruction. Then how are we to get 
these sudden flashes that enrich a 
performance, and that only appear 
when an actor comes in contact with 
an audience—how are we to get them 
if we do not feel?

actors. I find that if I think of other 


things my audience follows my ex- 
ample, and I am recalled by hearinz 
cough, cough, cough from different 
quarters of the house. If I then pull 
myself together and think of what |! 
am doing, I can generally succeed in 
bringing the audience back again. 
And I can’t help wondering what 
happened to Coquelin’s eyes when he 
was thinking of other things. An 2c- 
tor who has ever played in the 
“movies” will have discovered that 
the camera registers thought through 
the eyes; the more fleeting emotion 
is recorded, and the camera has no 
mercy on the actor who ig thinking 
of other things or is incapable of 
imagination, and what the camera 
sees, the audience sees—in a lesser 
Cegree perhaps, but sufficient!y 
plain. My opinion is that the eyes 
are the actor’s valuable aseistants if 


legitimately used, and that they can- 


not truly register an emotion that is 
not behind them. 

The instances of young players, 
so overcome with their emotions that 
they burst into such floods of tears 
that their audiences are dissolved in 
laughter, is no argument against 
feeling. They don’t know their busi- 
ness; they are not trained players. 

Acting is an art, not merely an ex- 
hibition of emotions. An _ actor 
doesn’t lose himself on the stage. If 
he did there would be nothing to 
prevent his walking off the stage in 
his transports of emotion and finish- 
ing his big scene in the public square, 
But his emotion need be no less sin- 
cere because it is harnessed; it may 
be just as true. In real life we have 
to exercise control. When we are in 
the greatest distress we are generally 
conscious that we must not make an 
exhibition of ourselves, but we do not 
feel grief any the less poignantly. 
And so in feeling on the stage, the 
fact that we are conscious of our 
audience and of the mechanical limi- 
tations of the theater should not pre- 
vent the trained actor from deep 
feeling. 

My opinion is that the practiced 
actor is at his best when he feels 
the emotion that he is attempting 
to convey to his audience.

As late as the last decade of the 
eighteenth century, the languages 
and literatures of the Hispanic pen- 
insula remained practically unknown 
in England.

These 
supreme achievements of Spanish | 
narrative poetry Southey translated 
for the first time into English, and 
his versions remain standard to this 
day. When -we realize that the 
Spanish language was almost un- 
known in England and that these out- 
standing works could not therefore 
be read in the original, we can 
appreciate the importance of his 
pioneer service. 

Nor did Southey stop here in his 
zealous missionary labors. Looking 
across the Atlantic, he saw the 
romance of the Portuguese coloniza- 
tions in South America and recorded 
them in a History of Brazil. In more 
original form he also retold “A Tale 
of Paraguay” in four cantos, and in 
shorter poems memorialized many 
a Spanish scene both in the Old and 
the New Worlds. 

Something of Southey’s fascinated 
enthusiasm is voiced in his poem 
“Recollections of a Day’s Journey 
in Spain,” which appeared in his 
volume of “Letters from Spain and 
Portugal” of 1797:

MEXICO SEEKS 
OIL REVIVAL 


Government Hopes Law Re- 


vision Will Increase Out- 
put and Aid Revenues

MEXICO CITY—Officials of large 
American and other foreign oil com- 
panies in this city that have assured 


government officials that there will 
be an early resumption of drilling 


and production 


to be promulgated by the Depart- 
ment of Petroleum to supplement 
the presidential decree amending 
Articles 14 and 15 of the Federal 
Constitution of 1917 are as favorable 
to development as is expected. 

The Government hopes that the 
Increase in oil operations will suffice 
to put Mexico upon a sound eco- 
nomic basis with revenues obtained 
from taxes on exploitation and ex- 
portation of petroleum. 

Indicative of the friendly attitude 
being maintained by the Government 
toward the petroleum companies is 
the fact that officials of various oil 
firms have been asked to give their 
views on the regulations which 
should be attached to the oil amend- 
ment. 

Government figures show there 
were but 802 drilling permits issued 
during 1927. and 552 wells were com- 
pleted for an initia] flow of 177 major 
producers of 331,380 barrels. In 1926 
there were 803 completed wells, 290 
of them producing an initial flow of 
1,192,535 barrels. 

With eood roads being rapidly 
built throughout the country, the use 


of gasoline-driven vehicles has in- | 


creased 35 per cent in six months 
and this is likely to step un domestic 
demand for gasoline-and petroleum 
derivatives, it is said. 

Several regions in Mexico the last 
year have revealed unlimited possi- 
bilities for exploitation and foreign 
companies are understood to be look- 
ing eagerby to resumption of activi- 
ties. Several new regions, where rich 
wells were struck in 1927 in the Tux- 
pam River district are also under- 
stoood to be bright prospects for ex- 
ploitation. There are three places, 
Lower California, Chiapas and Ta- 
basco, where surface oil deposits in- 
dicate there are fine possibilities for 
new fields.

for the purpose of obtaining accurate 
| information in regard to ice condi- 


tions and to study requirements 


‘hecessary to insure safe navigation. 
Three airplane bases were estab- 
| lished, one in the middle and one at 
‘each end of the straits, and observa- 
tion work has been going on all 
winter. 

As the chief criticism raised by the 


opponents of the Hudson Bay route 
during the past 50 years was based 
on the difficulty of navigating the 
straits, Mr. McLean’s report on this 
section was awaited with consider- 
able interest.

British Budget Proposals 


INSTON CHURCHILL’S most eminent 

predecessor as Chancellor of the Excheg- 

uer was W. E. Gladstone. One of the lat- 
ter’s most quoted remarks was that budget 
proposals “‘are not merely affairs of arithmetic, 
but in a thousand ways go to the root of the 
prosperity of individuals, the relation of classes 
and the strength of kingdoms.” Mr. Churchill 
is apparently acting on this theory. His budget, 
which was recently presented to the House of 


Commons, is designed not only to raise the funds 


necessary for the running expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, but “‘to increase the prosperity of indi- 
viduals” and to encourage industry. 3 

A tax of fourpence a gallon on gasoline is 
the striking innovation of the new budget. This 
tax is not based, as are the gasoline taxes of 
American commonwealths, on a satisfactory 
approximation of the restlts which might be 
achieved by a system of tolls for the use of 
roads. Mr. Churchill proposes that the vield from 
the tax be used for a sweeping reform in local 
taxation. The complaint has long been heard 
that local rates are too high; that their oppres- 


siveness makes it impossible for industries to 


prosper. National revenue is, therefore, to be 
secured from the gasoline tax to permit a reduc- 
tion in local taxation and to attempt by this 
device to stimulate trade. Complicated bills 
will be necessary to put this device into effect. 
There will be much discussion in Parliament. 
There will be bitter arguments over the fiscal 
theories involved. Perhaps the Conservative 
Government makes its proposals with an eye 
on the approaching general elections. In any 
event, the experiment will be as interesting as 
the Lloyd George budget of 1909 or the proposal 
of estate taxes by Sir William Harcourt in 1894. 

Some students of public finance in the United 
States will regret that a similar experiment is 
not possible in their country. Reports of the 
National Industrial Conference Board and other 
research agencies have convincingly shown 
the mounting burden of state and local taxation 
at a time when the federal burden is decreasing. 
The burden is different in different localities. 
The incidence of local taxes is frequently 
vagarious. The hearings on the farm relief bills 
before congressional committees showed that in 
many sections the farm problem is complicated 
by oppressive local taxes. A sweeping experi- 
ment such as that proposed, by Mr. Churchill 
would find many advocates in the United States. 

The division of powers between national and 
state governments, however, will for some time 
to come serve as an effective barrier against 
such an innovation. Meanwhile, within the 
states, much is being attempted. State-wide 
taxes are imposed and their proceeds are re- 
bated to the local communities. How far this 
system will be extended is still uncertain. What 
Mr. Churchill proposes in Britain, however, will 
be watched with interest the world over. ~ 


The Waterway Issue in Canada 


tai tewr hesitancy in going ahead with the 


St. Lawrence waterway is due chiefly to the 

fact that the project is about the only thing 
which can upset the Mackenzie King govern- 
ment. It so happens that the two elements of 
the Liberal Party, the support of which is abso- 
lutely essential to W. L. Mackenzie King’s 
working majority, are diametrically opposed to 
each other on the question of the St. Lawrence. 
The Province of Quebec, which gives Mr. King 
61 out of its 65 votes in Parliament, is the 
stronghold of the private power interests and 


_is therefore bitterly opposed to the government 


ownership phase of the proposal. 

Middle-western Canada takes exactly the 
opposite view. For it the St. Lawrence means 
a cheap route to Europe for its gigantic grain 
crop. The middle West also sends a farm bloc 
to Parliament which gives Mr. King his work- 
ing majority. This bloc holds the balance of 
power. Even more eager for the completion of 
the St. Lawrence project than the farm bloc 
is the Province of Ontario. It happens to be 
the stronghold of Mr. King’s political ene- 
mies—the Conservative Party. It was a mem- 
ber of this party—-L. L. Church of Toronto 
—who recently introduced a resolution in Par- 
liament calling for the immediate construction 
of the waterway. The resolution was “talked 
out,” but not until Mr. King had been forced to 
agree to the publication of the dipJomatic corre- 
spondence with the United States. 

With the exception of Ontario and the middle 
West there is a general apathy throughout 
Canada regarding the St. Lawrence waterway. 
This is coupled with a belief that once it is 
built the control may pass into the hands of the 
United States. The man in the street especially 
fears that since Canadian industry is not yet 
ready to use all of the power, it will be exported 
to the United States. Later, when Canadian in- 
dustry needs the power, he fears that the United 
States will refuse to relinquish it. 

In the face of this apathy and this general 
distrust, Mr. 
initiative to please the Province of Ontario, 
stronghold of the opposition, or even to please 
the farm bloc. Therefore he resorts to bargain- 
ing, and in his notes to Frank B. Kellogg, 
United States Secretary of State, he makes a 
pointed hint that if the United States removed 
its restrictions against Canadian fish and 


King cannot risk any actual 


against Canadian agricultural products, the 


Canadian people would be much more favorably 
inclined toward the St. Lawrence waterway. 

In all justice to Mr. King, however, it 
should be noted that he personally is heartily 
in favor of the project and has already done 
much to win over the recalcitrant power inter- 
ests of Quebec by promising Louis A. Tascher- 
eau, Quebec’s Premier, that no power shall be 
exported to the United States, and that those 
sections of the waterway wholly within Canada 
shall remain wholly within Canadian control. 
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What’s in a Name? 


ERHAPS it is only a small matter, but 
Prcererthatens it is often the small matters 

that produce great results. The selectmen 
of Braintree, Mass., are preparing a letter to 
be read at the dedication of a new town hall in 
its name town, Braintree, Eng. Going back one 
step farther, W. J. Courtauld, the donor of the 
new building for the English town, wrote a 
letter to the selectmen of the Massachusetts 
town advising them that the dedication 
ceremony would be conducted early in May. 
The note the latter are preparing is, of course, 
an answer to this kindly remembrance. 

Not long since, the county of Worcestershire 
sent an athletic team to compete with a team 
from Worcester, Mass., and the friendliest re- 
lationships were established as a consequence. 
Hundreds of places in the old country are the 
originals in name of hundreds in the newer 
land. There is always a bond, slight though it 
may be, in a similarity of name. This latest 
plan of drawing together individuals and com- 
munities in the two nations with a special link 
of interest derived from their names represents 
a kindling of those sparks of friendliness that 
simply are waiting to be fanned into a flame of 
intimate companionship and. closest respect. 
What’s in a name? may have been asked some- 
what skeptically in the past. The answer to 
this question today is bringing out the fact that 
a name may be a happy peg on which to hang 
felicities that bud and blossom in what will 
make war impossible, and peace the universal 
order of the day. 
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Mr. Loree Sells Out 


HE president of the Delaware & Hudson 

Company, L. F. Loree, has sold his holdings 

in two lines which he had used as pawns in 
the eastern trunk line merger negotiations for 
a handsome profit, but he is still a free agent 
and can proceed again to build up an independ- 
ent group of railroads if he so desires, or if any 
links in such a prospective system still remain 
free from the control of the larger lines. 

Throughout the entire merger developments 
in, the East Mr. Loree has played almost a lone 
hand, but he has held his own against the 
efforts of stronger and larger systems. There 
is a drama in this tense but secret struggle for 
control of railroads which rivals the more 
vigorous combats which those former railroad 
magnates, notably James J. Hill and E. H. 
Harriman, staged. The present crop of rail 
executives were young men when the struggle 
for control of the western transcontinentals 
was waged. But that they learned by observa- 
tion the methods of that former group of rail- 
road strategists is evidenced by the recent con- 
test for control of the important links in a gen- 
eral grouping of eastern carriers. The prop- 
erties for which they maneuvered were smaller 
in mileage, but they were just as essential to 
the bankers and the railroad presidents who 
sought to obtain control of them. 

Mr. Loree, with but a small railroad, has 
played a skillful game. First, he won an 
alliance with the Pennsylvania by bringing up 
a long-forgotten plan to build a “super-rail- 
road” from New York to Pittsburgh, for per- 
mission to build which he applied to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. This would have 
competed with the Pennsylvania. Silently, at 
the same time, he began to buy Lehigh Valléy 
and Wabash stocks in the open market and at 
a recent meeting of the former company, just 
failed of controlling the meeting by a few 
shares of stock. Thus, with a threat at the 
Pennsylvania, and with enough stock to have 
almost a working control of the Lehigh and the 
Wabash, he was, although president of the small- 
est road in the group represented by eastern 
presidents, in as strong a position as any. 

He was able, it appears, to dictate terms to 
his larger adversaries. The fact that the 
Pennsylvania bought him out indicates it felt 
his elimination from the picture was necessary 
at any price. But this railroad strategist reserves 
to himself the right to make any further moves 
which he deems wise. It will be interesting to 
watch his further maneuvers. 
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Regulating Bus Traffic 


HE report of the Interstate Commerce Com- 

mission in the matter of regulating motor- 

bus lines is significantly different from the 
recommendations which were tentatively pro- 
posed. The opinion of the commission is, in 
brief, that motorbus lines should be regulated 
by state authorities, and that in case of inter- 
state traffic by such -bus lines the regulation 
should be done jointly by the state authorities 
directly involved. 

That it is necessary to have federal regulation 
in the most minute instance of interstate cém- 
merce is not an assured policy of government. 
As a matter of fact, it is conceivable that federal 
regulation in some instances might remove the 
regulatory power so far from the seat of the 
activity that intimate knowledge would be lack- 
ing of the problems of the localities served. If 
bus transportation is so developed as to involve 
much longer hauls and a wider area of service, 
then the need of greater federal regulation will 
be more apparent. That there is a possibility of 
reaching such a stage of development was fore- 
seen in the opinion rendered by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which recommended 
that appeals from the state boards be taken to 
the federal board in Washington. Such a provi- 
sion of law, very naturally, would make it neces- 
sary for the Interstate Commerce Commission 
to keep itself well posted in matters relating to 
bus traffic and yet would not greatly burden 
that body with another duty. 

Recognizing that bus traffic has come to stay, 
that it is an economic unit in the transportation 


needs of the country, and that it will be a more 
important factor in daily affairs as automotive 
arts are developed, the commission has recom- 
mended that the railroads be permitted to own 
and-operate such lines. It has furthermore rec- 
ommended that the Congress define the basis 
for bus rates, and that such transportation shall 
be charged for at rates which are reasonable 
and nondiscriminatory. Such a basis of rate- 
making would, naturally, be necessary if the 
bus lines are to be permitted to compete with 
the established rail lines in the handling of any 
portion of the traffic offering. 

Furthermore, it must be recognized that capi- 
tal invested in rail properties should be pro- 
tected with as much care as might be the capi- 
tal still to be invested in bus lines. The public 
has been insured conveniences by the rail lines 
because capital has been attracted thereto. Just 
because a newer agency for the hauling of the 
public and its traffic is being offered, and just 
because .this newer method of transportation 
offers conveniences which might not be readily 
apparent in the other methods, is no justifica- 
tion for jeopardizing investments in either. 
Capital protection can be assured by the proper 
regulation of the properties. 
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Greenland Monopoly an Issue 
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OR more than 150 years the Danish Govern- 

ment has been exercising a wide trade 

monopoly over Greenland. Now, while this 
trade monopoly was originally established for 
the protection of the Eskimos against unscrupu- 
lous traders, with the advance of more civilizing 
influences in that Far North of the western world, 
due undoubtedly to Danish interest in the popu- 
lation, the opinion is voiced by many leading 
men in Copenhagen that such a control of trade 
is not only unessential today, but not for the best 
interests of the Greenlanders themselves. 

The largest island in the world, Greenland, 
extending over twenty-four parallels of latitude 
and covering an area of 2,182,000 square kilo- 
meters, is today of much greater importance to 
Denmark than formerly. Moreover, various re- 
cent expeditions, including the several headed 
by Knud Rasmussen, have resulted in Green- 
land becoming better known to the outside 
world. But perhaps the greatest means for dis- 
closing Greenland has been the airplane, and 
it is because aviation promises much to the 
opening up of Greenland that such interest in 
the colony has been aroused of late. 

Wholly apart from the economics involved, 
there is a political side to the issue which may 
have some bearing on the outcome. That is, 
with Iceland voting for complete independence 
in 1943, it is held by many in Denmark that, 
should the Icelanders be given the privilege of 
raising sheep in Greenland and fishing in Green- 
land’s waters, their secession idea might un- 
dergo a change. And the similar condition 
applied to the Faroe Islands, where the fisher- 
men might be less strenuous in their political 
aspirations were they also allowed to take part 
in Greenland fishing. 

That Denmark is not disposed to get rid of 
Greenland, as had been rumored some time ago, 
may be considered settled. Onythe other hand, 
its monopolistic trade policy there is likely to 
undergo a change, and the present agitation to 
that effect is therefore not to be passed over 
lightly. 


“Splash” 


ISCUSSION of late, in and out of the 

motion-picture trade press, has centered 

upon the architecture of the modern pala- 
tial cinema. “Tortured” architecture, is the term 
applied by one architect. He objects to heavy 
compromises with unformed taste. 

“Splash,” however, is a legitimate element in 
the decorations and accessories of a great pic- 
ture house, in the opinion of many architects 
who specialize in houses of amusement. Men 
experienced in theater management say the 
same thing. They add that the movies receive 
little or no support from persons who are 
offended by the mixtures of sty!-s, the gilt and 
glitter, the second-rate copies of third-rate 
paintings of the nineteenth century brown sauce 
era, the bizarre purple and green lights. 

With theaters becoming obsolete in thirty 
years or less, in the “splash” fashion in which 
they are now being built, it might be worth 
while for some manager to consider as an 
investment panelfng the interior of his cinema 
with some form of synthetic stone in dark tones, 
omitting the florid copies of eighteenth century 
frescoes and the gilded fretwork cornices and 
cornucopias that are so restless one never looks 
at them twice. Such an interior would grow 
handsomer with the passing of time, whereas 
the conventional frothy ornamentation of 
“splash” theaters fades, peels off, and crumbles 
away in a few years, requiring constant reno- 
vation to keep the house from growing shabby. 

Some tasteful cinema may arise sooner than 
expected, a cinema that will concern itself first 
of all in giving the spectators an undistracted, 
comfortable view of the picture screen. Service

such a cinema. When it comes, it may be found 
to justify that “no compromise” architect in his 
contention that “splash” is an asserted rather 
than a proved necessity in theater decoration. .

the Province of Finistere; but the actual Land’s 

End of Brittany, whither we are bound, is many 
miles from here, where the Pointe du Raz thrusts out into 
the Atlantic its granite limb of ocean-defying rock. 

Through the narrow, ‘drab streets of the old fishing 
port our car fattles Westward Ho! into this undulating 
Breton promontory, over which, right in our teeth, the 
wild west wind that has searcely abated for weeks, roars 
and rages, taking the pine trees by the tops, bowing and 
bending them before her, shaking, lashing, as she passes, 
the bracken, the hedgerows, and suchlike fringes upon 
nature's face, tossing them,. tearing een and twirling 
merrily the windmill sails visible here and there upon 
the crests of the horizon hills. 

This legendary Armoriea, we remind ourselves, was ever 
tempest-ridden, and a home for storm-hardened men: so, 
pulling caps well down over our ears, we try, as strangers, 
to live up to the realization of that fact; not forgetting 
that we Englishmen also, no less than the Bretons, are 
“sons and sires of seamen.” 

Down in the harbor of Audierne, sheltered snug in the 
hollow of the hills, wheie the trim, white houses look out 
upon the rich, velvet-brown sails of the sardine fleet 
anchored in the blue waters, there is respite from the 
west wind, and even a kindly gleam of sunshine upon the 
moving pageant of tomato red and cobalt blue, in which, 
picturesque as a chorus of comie opera, the sailor men 
dress for their own and our delight.

Forward again, past the rows of market-baskets that 
cope the low stone wall beneath the lime trees, and on 
into the upland promontory, with wind-riven vistas of 
angry sea on our left, and hastening upon us, from the 
right, sloping, soft, gray veils of rain that obliterate all 
nature from our sight, and pattering gently at first, soon 
rattle smartly down upon the bonnet of our car. 

“Ce n'est rien,” murmurs the chauffeur consolingly, as 
he halts to put up the hood; “Ce n'est qu'un giboulet 
(shower) qui va passer’; and behold! two minutes later, 


Sry, our starting point, is certainly in 


’ for grav.overhead we are given a vault of blue in which 


hangs glowing a ball of fiery gold stretched above an up- 
land, desolate yet shining, scattered here and there with 
cottages and small farms huddled among stunted trees; 
and, on either hand, flecked with streaks of scudding foam, 
the rolling green waves of the sea. 

The promontory narrows with every mile; trees become 
fewer, until there are none. Ahead appears a semaphore, 
surrounded by a row of cottages, and a group of small 
hotels, stark and white upon a space of open sward. We 
halt, and descend: for away there, beyond, hes the real 
Finistere, the Land’s End that the Bretons call the Pointe 
du Raz, the extreme limit of this promontory of jagged 
rocks, that for thousands of years past have endured the 
hufietings of innumerable tempests, and have flung back, 
in silent defiance, the attacking roarers from the west. 

Here we are taken in charge by a blue-clad, sea-tanned 
3reton, one of a waiting group who do the honors of the 
Pointe. A moment's shyness having worn off, Tannion 
Pencalet becomes suddenly voluble, and even graphic.

“Three men keep that lighthouse there, on the Rocher 
de la Vielle—twenty-one days on duty, and ten days off, 
for one of the men at a time; and then he lives in that 
cottage there. Thev are provisioned for three months; but 
last, winter two of them were there for a month before 
we could communicate with them—the sea raged so. 

“There, in the distance, 1s the Ile de Sein, a barren home, 
if ever there was one; vet 1200 people live on it—and not 
<0 badly either—by conger-eel fishing and shipwrecks. All 
their bread comes from the mainland; and though they 
have a cow or two, some of their women tell me that they 
have never seen a horse, nor a donkey either, except the 
two-legged kind.” 

sv this time we are wending our way up and down 
What passes for a path, along the northern side of the 
promontory. The prospect is one of extreme grandeur. 
Awav northeast, foam-fringed with white, and beaten by 
a thundering line of breakers, is the sandy Baie des Tre- 


passes, where stood, long ago, King Grallon’s legendary city 
of Is, until, in the fifth century, it sank beneath the waves. 

Beyond, over the waste of rolling green waters, rise the 
gaunt, sheer cliffs of the mainland, up to the very crest of 
which the billows spout hissing columns of silver spray. 
Beneath us, for any who has a clear and steady head, the 
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prospect is no less wonderful; for, lying directly below © 


are precipices, gulfs, chasms, and caves of rock, ham- 
mered, pounded, and hollowed by age-long successions of 
tempests, into fantastic shapes as though nature, knowing 
that she could never people this spot with living begs, 
had, at least, carved there some quaint simulacra of 
humanity. 3 

“Look!” says Tannion Pencalet, “There’s a policeman, 
hat and all, with his left hand raised, to stop the waves 
that neither look nor listen; and there’s a hooded monk, 
lying comfortably on his back. He lives on fish, they say, 
like the cormorants. They sit on that rock down there— 
those birds do, and dine well. I see them often; and after 
those fish they dive down, right to the very bottom of 
the sea. We are in the Commune of Plogoff here; and the 
people call this spot ‘L’Enfer de Plogoff.’ Down among 
those eaves there, in winter time, the sea booms and 
thunders like artillery—just like cannon shot. Hang on 
to the rail, monsieur. Pfrdon, madame!” 
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He took one of my companions by the waist, lifted, and 
held her suspended an instant, between sky and sea; then 
deposited her again upon the path. 

“Look! the waters have tunneled their way right 
through the promontory. You can see through to the 
other sides’ 

And so it was. Everywhere, over, round and about the 
slippery rocks beneath us, a greenish-white waste of bub- 
bling, frothing waters surged and swished, while through 
the tunnel, alternating north to south, and south to 
north, the foaming cataracts streamed and swirled, this 
way and that, tossing flecks of salt spray up almost to 
our very feet, and filling our ears with the multitudinous 
discordant, yet ever melodious, voices of the sea. 

A few more minutes of wrestling with the rock path, 
and we are at the point, with the Phare de la Vieille 
ahead, and, away beyond it, where the vigilant cormorants 
are flitting from rock to rock, the open waters of the 
Atlantic. 

“Whichever way the wind is—north or south—you can 
always get out to this point,” says Tannion; “and there 
(waving a brown hand) is the United States. Hullo! here 
is a gunboat (cannoniere) coming from Brest, I expect, 
and going to Lorient probably. It’s our Breton sailors, you 
know, who really man the French Navy.” 
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By this time we have begun the return journey; and, 
for an instant, the path has broadened ont. 

“This is the Boulevard des Italiens. A Parisian, who 
came here, called it that. And that is Sarah Bernhardt’s 
seat, where she used to sit and watch the sea when she 
came here from Belle lle.’ 

We are back upon the green sward again, among the 
cottages and hotels. 

“Three years ago that great wireless mast, fastened 
with steel ropes, was blown right down; but we soon had 
it up again.” 7 

“What do you do in the winter, Pencalet?” 

“When the hotels close, in mid-September—all except 
the Atlantic—and no more visitors come, | take to eatch- 
ing lobsters, crabs, and cravtish, down there among the 
rocks, until summer comes round. If vou should be thi- 
way again, please remember my number—24. Bon vovage, 
messieurs et dame.” 

Our engine was throbbing; we had turned east. c 

More than any other spot, upon any mainland that I 
know, does this Pointe du Raz bring one face to face with 
elemental nature, expressed in wind, rocks, cliffs and sea; 
and not the least impressive and heartening fact, through- 
out these regions, is the serene hardihood of its seamen, 
who, with such cheerful courage, as thev plv their lone!y 
and perilous trade, brave, vear in, year out, the never- 
ending battle with the waters. P. A.
